A W hite Ho use appeal to businessm en and 


unio nists fo r restraint in price and w age bo o st­ 


ing canno t po ssibly do any go o d and m ight 


po ssibly do great h arm . 


It wo uld have been b etter if the White Ho use 


had said the alternative to accelerating infla­ 


tio n wo uld be to use the go vernm ent brakes 


and let it go at th at. 


A direct appeal to co rpo rate business and 


co rpo rate unio nism to do so m ething they can­ 


no t do puts them o n the defensive, with no 


chance to help them selves. 


B usinessm en are fo rbidden by law to get 


to gether fo r the kind o f agreem ent th at wo uld 
be necessary to keep prices fro m rising. Un­ 
io nists, altho ugh they canno t be to uched by 
the law , are fo rbidden by the nature o f their 
functio n to endo rse the idea th at wage rates 
sho uld be stabilized. 


Bo th businessm en and unio nists are at the 
m ercy o f circum stances who lly bey o nd their 
co ntro l. U nio nists in the garm ent industry m ay 
w ant to stabilize w age rates to help their em ­ 
plo y ers stabilize co sts, but neither they 
no r 
th eir em plo y ers canno t co ntro l spiraling infla­ 
tio n in the steel industry . 


E ven if all the unio ns in AFL - CIO w ere 
able to m ake and abide by a po licy o f stabili­ 
zatio n, they wo uld have no co ntro l o ver dissi­ 
dent unio ns sticking by the traditio nal po licy 
o f fo rcing w age rates upw ard ahead o f pro ­ 
ductivity , instead o f behind it. 


And if all m em bers o f N atio nal Asso ciatio n 
o f M anufacturers co uld waive antitrust laws 
in an agreem ent to stabilize prices, they co uld 
fno t co ntro l the pricing po licies o f no n-m em bers. 
N either business no r unio ns, m o reo ver, can 
have po sitive co ntro l o ver these po licies o f go v­ 
ernm ent which underlie inflatio n, such as the 
po licy o f diverting m o re than half o f the fed­ 
e ra l inco m e to the unto uchable item o f na­ 
tio nal security , adding no thing to w ealth while 
abso rbing billio ns o f the peo ple’s inco m e. 


P resum ably the purpo se o f appealing to bus­ 
inessm en and unio nists fo r restraint was m ere­ 
ly to call attentio n to the need fo r restraint. 
B ut the effect will go far bey o nd that. 


U nable to act co llectively , businessm en and 
unio nists will be put o n the spo t by their cri­ 
tics fo r failure to co o perate with the go vern­ 
m ent in its ex pressed desire to ho ld do wn in­ 
flatio n. G o vernm ent, itself, has y et to pro ve 
th a t it can co ntro l its o wn co sts.

no t do ing its jo b has taken ho ld 
to the ex tent that, unless so m e­ 
thing is do ne to stabilize wages,

Until

MONEY IS LIKE any o ther co m ­ 
m o dity — when it gro ws scarce, 
it beco m es m o re ex pensive.

The public is 
lending the go vernm ent vast sum s 
and hence there is less and less 
m o ney available fo r private enter­ 
prise.
